Prof. Bailey Says It Gives Sympathy 
with the World Around Us. 
Prof. Bailey, of Cornell university, 
gives a weighty answer to the ques­ 
tion: 
"W hat is nature study?” 
It 
he says, a point of view, the ac- 
[ iiirein( ‘nt of sympathy with and in- 
erest in îlu* natural world around us. 
We iive in this world, and the bet- 
:er we fit it the better f©rus. 
It is 
!or this reason that nature study de­ 
serves a place in the school studies 
of children. 
Primarily, the object of 
nature study is not the ac<| uisition of 
mere information. 
Kature study is 
not "method” in the sense that the 
word is used in pedagogy. 
In an­ 
other sense scientific method is of the 
very essence of nature study, it would 
seem. 
A child asks: "How old is the 
world? 
How long have men lived 
on it? 
Why has a tiger stripes? 
Why do certain {lowers have exactly 
such shapes and no others?” 
To an­ 
swer these ( juestions the child must 
be made to comprehend the methods 
at the base of geology, zoology, bot­ 
any. 
And in this sense it would seem 
that method is of the very essence 
of nature study. 
The object of such studies is not 
to make the child a specialist or a 
scientist. 
It is to make him a citi­ 
zen of the world he lives in— to in-

curely the doors might be locked and 
bolted, but which never appeared be­ 
fore nightfall and always disappeared 
before dawn. 
A t the time when the 
castle was garrisoned the Mauthe 
Doog became such a familiar phan­ 
tom that little heed was paid to its 
appearance and movements, though 
most of the soldiers carefully avoided 
doing anything to excite its anger. 
But on one 
occasion, one man, 
made reckless by excessive drinking, 
declared his intention of discovering 
whether the so-called ghost was a 
“ dog or demon.”

How the African Bird Cleverly Eiecntdi 
the Disappearing Act. 
A well-known hunter and tax­ 
idermist tells this story of a per­ 
sonal experience in South Africa. I 
goes far toward dispelling a slander 
that has long clouded the fair name 0; 
the ostrich. 
“ Arriving at one of the monster 
hills of the white ant, I climbed upon 
it and raised my observation glasses 
to my eyes for a careful survey of the 
region. 
My first glance showed me 
arising from the dead level of the 
plain beyond, two objects each hav­ 
ing the form of a capital S. These I 
knew were the heads and necks of two 
ostriches. 
Though 1 believed 
that 
they had sighted me, I remained im­ 
movable until their necks were sud­ 
denly drawn down to the level of the 
.ops of the hushes which screened 
their bodies. Then I knew for a cer­ 
tainty that they were aware of my 
presence and would make a quick re­ 
treat. 
“ Without losing an instant’s time 
I ran to the spot where the birds had 
been standing and found their tracks. 
These I followed as far as they were 
distinguishable, and then 
took 
course which I believed the 
birds 
would naturally follow. 
No sooner 
had I reached the top of the ravine 
than I saw one of the ostriches climb­ 
ing the side hill. Estimating the dis­ 
tance, I took sight and fired. 
The 
ball passed immediately between his 
legs and struck in the sand of the side 
hill behind him. 
“ In an instant the bird darted away 
like an arrow in the direction of a 
small clump of bushea in the center of 
an open space. 
Then he would pass 
behind this bush and 
then finally 
emerge on the other side seemed cer­ 
tain, and I aimed to catch him as he 
made a fresh start from behind the 
thorn. 
He flew over the sand at a 
terrific rate, and reached the bushee. 
“ Then I waited fully five minutes 
for him to emerge from his hid­ 
ing, with my rifle ready sighted 
so 
that 
I 
could pull the trigger 
the 
second 
he 
reappeared, 
but 
finally went forward to rout him 
out. 
When I reached the clump 
of bushes an examination of the sand 
showed that the crafty old bird had 
shifted his course at a right angle, 
making the turn so suddenly that his 
feet had plowed up the sand for a dis­ 
tance of several inches. 
“ This wary tact had placed 
the 
bushes between the bird and myself, 
and he had made his way to new cover 
while I was innocently waiting for 
him on the other side of the ambush. 
An Apache Indian could not 
have 
executed this move more cleverly, 
and I smiled at myself for 
having 
ever been foolish enough to believe 
the traditional story of how the silly 
ostrich buries his head in the 
sand 
and believes that he is thereby eoö- 
cealed.” — ^ Philadelphia Roit.

Two persons were killed, three 
dangerously injured and more than 
twenty others injured last Saturday 
night in a wreck of a train which 
had been hurled down an embank­ 
ment by a tornado. 
A westbound tyain on the Chica­ 
go & Northwestern railway, con­ 
sisting of an engine, a baggage car 
and 
two 
crowded 
passenger 
coaches, was struck by a tornado 
while running at the rate of thirty 
five miles an hour, two miles from 
Meridian, Minn. 
The passe Qger and baggage cars 
were hurled eighteen feet down 
the embankment 
to 
the fence 
guarding the right-of-way. 
A brakeman had been lighting 
the lamps when the crash came 
and the wreckage ignited by the 
spilling of oil. 
The engineer saw the tornado in 
apparent pursuit of the train, and 
scarcely an instant before the wind 
struck tte cars the train gave a 
sudden spurf. to evade the funnel- 
shaped fur}. 
It was 5140 o’clock when the 
train was struck. 
Fully an hour 
and a half elapsed before a wreck­ 
ing train arrived. 
The engine did not leave the 
track, the baggage car and pas­ 
senger coaches having been twisted 
off as if by giant hands and hurled 
downward to the bottom of the 
embankment. 
The baggage 
car 
was shattered to splinters. 
The two dead were jammed in 
the wreckage and their bodies were 
cut out with axes. 
It was feared 
that more bodies would be found 
underneath the debris, and wreck­ 
ing gangs were sent from Waseca 
to work on the shattered cars. 
The brakeman, who was lighting 
the lamps in one of the passenger 
coaches when the tornado struck, 
could not be found. 
Passengers 
saw him strike the under side of 
thc coach with terrific force and at 
the same time the lamp he had 
been 
trimming 
crashed 
into 
splinters. 
Oil from the vessel was ignited 
by the flame on the wick and to 
the terrors of death by violence was 
added the danger of death by fire 
for those of the victims who were 
imprisoned in the wreckage. 
But the men who were the first 
to pick their way out of the splin­ 
ters hastened to extinguish the 
flames, devoting their attention to 
this task before attempting the 
work of rescuing the injured sur­ 
vivors.

back death claims within less than 
a year after the increase in rates 
which was put into effect last Sep­ 
tember. 
June I, 1901, there was $559,500 
of unpaid death claims, and only 
$3,633 in cash on hand. 
This was 
reduced steadily until at the first 
of this month all the death claims 
due were settled up, there being 
only 
ii59,ooo 
outstanding, 
in 
which, the 
proofs 
had not been 
completed or the claims were un­ 
der investigation by the legal de 
partment. 
This has surpassed the greatest 
expectations of the advocates of 
the reorganization and increase in 
rates. 
The defections because of 
the advance were much less than 
had been feared, and new members 
are coming in rapidly, there being 
a net gain of over 1,000 in the last 
quarter. 
These members are paying an 
average of 42 per cent 
more in 
premiums, so that the income is 
much increased, while the liabili­ 
ties are decreased by the retirement 
of a number of aged members who 
withdrew because of the much in­ 
creased cost of their insurance. 
In addition to paying up all the 
back death claims, the debt on the 
furniture account for the Lexin g­ 
ton hotel, which was 148,000 at 
the first of last year, 
had 
been 
wiped out entirely, and there was 
over $48,000 on hand after paying 
all the death claims due.
